When  your  collection  comes  in  for  listing  here  is  where  all  the  W'ork 
is  done.  The  room  is  air-conditioned  and  very  comfortable  at  all  seasons. 

This  room  also  contains  two  large  cabinets  of  16  drawers  each.  One 
is  devoted  to  USA  coins  and  other  to  Foreign  silver,  copper  and  gold. 
Each  will  hold  about  20,000  coins,  all  of  which  are  in  envelopes  and  classi¬ 
fied  ready  for  business.

You  will  usually  find  the  writer  here  in  early  morning  as  soon  as  sun 
is  up  and  if  it  gets  too  warm  I  retire  to  the  coin  den-  Electric  fans  over 
the  cabinets  always  make  a  breeze  if  wanted.

Numismatic  Chatter 

My  first  auction  for  1949  came  thru  O.K.  and  all 
classes  of  material  seem  to  be  in  good  demand.  This 
is  partly  due  to  the  very  large  number  of  collectors 
starting  up  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  Very  choice 
material  is  still  scarce  and  dealers  stocks  low. 

In  this  booklet  you  will  find  some  choice  large 
cents,  an  unusual  lot  of  small  cents  in  superb  condi¬ 
tion,  few  choice  ancient  gold  and  silver  and  a  very 
choice  lot  of  Foreign  Gold,  which  is  in  steady  good 
demand.  It  keeps  me  hustling  to  secure  stock  as  there 
seem  to  be  more  buyers  of  gold  than  sellers. 

Type  sets  are  in  good  demand  and  proof  sets  of 
the  older  series  from  around  1855  on  U.S.  Gold  in  all 
series  sell  well,  but  the  demand  is  heaviest  on  the 
dollar  and  two  fifty  series.  Colonial  Coppers  seem  to 
be  getting  more  scarce  and  in  good  demand  at  fat  prices  as  compared  with  a  few 
years  ago. 

A  glance  thru  some  of  the  many  fine  Morganthau  sales  of  ten  years  ago  it  is 
no  wonder  they  stopped  having  sales  during  the  depression.  Many  fine  coins 
were  selling  then  for  a  third  of  the  present  market.  All  United  States  silver  and 

minor  coins  prior  to  1860  are  in  good  demand  and  at  very  good  prices. 

There  seem  to  be  several  hundred  people  trying  to  sell  recent  coins  at  a  profit 
when  many  of  them  can  be  secured  from  banks  at  face  value.  It  does  not  pay 
auction  firms  to  handle  them  at  all. 

I  have  been  pleased  to  note  the  many  new  collectors  in  Foreign  Coins.  New 
priced  lists  are  appearing  and  all  classes  of  foreign  coins  in  the  past  has  been 
a  surplus  of  very  common  issues  worth  about  5  ct.  each  in  quantity.  You  see 
very  little  of  them  the  past  year.  The  trend  seems  to  be  for  a  better  assortment 
that  bring  them  25  ct.  up.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  devaluing  of  our  dollar 
which  now  buys  only  35  cts.  worth  of  goods  of  any  kind. 

It  will  be  a  long  time  before  your  dollar  will  buy  a  real  dollars  worth  of 
anything.  It  is  easy  to  devalue  money  but  very  hard  to  get  it  back  where  it  was 

before.  The  first  great  blunder  was  devaluing  gold,  then  increasing  the  circulation 

to  three  times  where  it  was  in  the  1930’s.  All  the  time  the  bigwigs  were  hollering 
about  deflation  and  they  were  the  real  offenders. 

All  these  things  effect  our  hobby  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for  a  long  time. 
Collectors  should  not  stop  buying  for  any  reason  whatever,  for  in  the  last  analysis, 
the  real  pleasure  in  forming  a  coin  collection  is  constantly  adding  something  to 
it.  Some  collectors  sell  out,  but  they  are  wise  to  get  going  again  in  some  other 
series.  Take  my  advice  and  never  stop  buying,  unless  you  are  forced  to  do  so.
